Imercialize the telephone in the 
United States. he surely could 
ve had no accurates mental 
picture of the extent to which it 
would grow, even in that country 
of hustle. He had no idea that 
jin New York to-day there would 
be something like 900,000 instru~ 
ments, which practically 
double the number in use in 
1910, and even yet only about 
fifteen per cent. of the popula- 
ition. Neither would he have 
\dreamed that in practically every 
icity of the United States there 
would be a constant waiting list 
for the reason that men and 
material cannot be produced fast 
jénough to supply the demand.

‘Tupan at Nanking Absolutely! 
‘Denies All War Rumours: 
Optimism of Future 


Mr. Cheng Chien, Civil Governor 
lot Kiangsu and acting Tupan, has 
ftately been interviewed .by a pro- 
‘minient, local Chinese ‘gentleman, 
jwhen he expressed his views on 
matters of outstanding importance 
to the local Chinese community. 

With reference to the reported 
restoration of the Shanghai Arsenal 
fand its resumption of work, Mr. 
Cheng said that this was purely 
‘a rumour, seeing that all steps had 
been taken for the winding up of 
its affairs. Tho misunderstanding, 
hhe said, was probably due to the 
fact that, some time ago, Fengtien 
soldiers had been detailed to protect 
the buildings and to guard certain 
things which were stored insidé 
jwell as the archives. There were 
however, not many of these men 
there, not more than a half-n-dozen. 
The reason, he said, they were placed 
there was ‘that certain articles had 
been stolen from the Arsenal and 
‘as these things were the property 
Jof the Central Government it, was 
Intended to see that such thet 
[were not repeated, 

‘Asked whether’ there wi 
‘truth regarding the alarmi: 
lours of warfare between Kiangsu and 
‘Chékiang, the acting Tupan 
tatingly denied them and 
‘ean say with absolute certainty that 
there will not be a fight between 
these two provinces.” 

Double Task at Nankit 
‘Mr, Cheng was then drawn to 
speak of his concurrent position of 
facting Tupan (he was already Civil 
Governor), in succession to Marshal 
Lu Yung-hsiang, and he mentioned 
that to hold these two positions 
‘with all their great responsibilities 
‘was too heavy a burden for one mi 
He had, however, consented to ts 
up the post temporarily in view of 
the fact that a permanent and suit~ 
lable successor had not been appoint- 
ed, Me, Cheng said that he was 
glad to find that the military leaders 
in Kiangsu were willing to 
Jco-operate with him in dealing with 
‘the affairs of the different districts. 
Such a state of affairs made him 
extremely happy. He would not 
make any military changes but he 
would try to carry out a retrench- 
ment programme. 

‘Questioned in connexion with the 
ocal strike situation, Mr. Cheng 
said he was glad to see that a sett 
ment had been arrived

feonnexion with Japanese mills and 
it was his further hope that an 
junderstanding would be reached with 


the Shanghai Municipal Couneil. 

With reference to the recent 
Nanking trouble, Mr. Cheng did not 
doem this a big issue because the

“Unequal” Treaties 

In conclusion Mr. Cheng said that 
fhe ‘was of the opinion that the 
‘Chinese demand for the abrogation 
of “unequal” treaties was not 
junreasonable, and that it was a claim 
which came from the hearts of all 
loyal Chinese, Tt would be regarded 
leven by the British and Japanese 
people as resonable and it was hiv 
fervent hope that all the Powers 
would help China in this respect. 
These “unequal” treaties were the 
ground for many misunderstandings 
between the Chinese people and 
foreigners, and he thought that they 
should at’ least be revised.

"The Hunan Secretary for For- 
cign Affairs hos inds full of 
‘cases requiring adjustment with 
merchants, both Chinese and for- 
ign, the latter mainly Japanese. 
For, it is worth noting, whatever 
the developments in Shanghai may 
be, in Hunan there is a fairly 
violent anti-Japanese propaganda 
in continued evidence. The Gov- 
‘exnor is doing his best to suppress| 
these outrages to ordinary legal 
transportation of commodities.

More Inconclusive Discussiow 
Between British Consut 
and the Chinese 


Hankow, Aug. 16. 
Further discussion took place yes~ 
terday between Mr. H. Porter, 
British Consul-General, “and th 
Commissioner for Foreign Affai 
ith regard to the defence of the 
neession. 
In furtherance of their proposals 
to undertake the entire defence of 
the Concession, the Chinese mili- 
tary authorities proposed having 
Chinese sok under se 
control acting as the only armed 
force in Hankow. The scheme in- 
cluded building huge barracks in 
Chinese territory near the Con- 
cession, in which a regiment would 
be quartered, whilst in the Con= 
cession itself’ and in the precincts 
of the Telegraph Office a strong 
guard of armed soldiers would be 
ready for emergency action, and 
armed guards would patrol the Con- 
cession streets, 

This scheme was rejected on the 
ground that it was not acceptable 
from the point of view of foreign 
residents. It was pointed out that

‘Mort of the women went out on 
Monday. They represent, so to 
speak, the weakest end” of the 
working staff and were for that 
reason besides their sex, the 
most easily intimidated, 

Placards, leaflets and various 
forms. of propaganda emanating 
{from the Seamen's Union and Wharf 
Labourers’ Union have been. pro- 
furely distributed among Ure fac 
tory hands by the students, and 
other agitators have been threaten- 
ing’ the. shop foremen and more 
responsible among the empliyees 
in order to force them to. quit. 
‘The Company's executives are 
reported to. be sitting tight and 
making no move whatever in con- 
nexion with the strike. ‘The work- 
ers are reluctant to walk out and 
the “male clement seems to be 
satisfied to remain, regardless of 
the agitators .

All Unions Shut by Tupan

All local branches of a 
unions in the city were closed 
yesterday by General Ting.

‘The cotton 
milling machinery crumpled up be- 
fere them like wooden houses in 
tornado and in a few minutes 
was mostly a tangled mass of 
broken machinery, spindles and

‘A. conservative estimate made 
yesterday by the Sino-Japanese 
Proprietors of the mill puts the 
total damage at $700,000. 

In the hand-to-hand struggle 
‘that took place between the cordon 
of gendarmes and the rioters, 
‘about 10 of the police had their 
rifles grabbed out of their hands. 
Whether the rioters used the guns 
is not certain but apparently no 
police were shot or wounded by| 
rifle bullets. 

‘As the crowd began ssuashing 
the machinery the police opered 
fire on them and dropped many 








almost immediately. Many others 
were taken away with wounds of 
varying degrees. Some of them

TIENTSIN MILL AFTER THE RIOT 


Indescribable Scene of Wreckage: All Now Quiet: Other Milly 
at Work: Arrested Students and Evidence ‘ 
Against Them 





From Ove Own 
Tientsin, Aug. 14, 


Work was partially resumed at 
the Pao Cheng and Pelyang 
yesterday morning and is expect- 
ed to be in full swing to-day. The 
‘agitation seems to have died out 
completely and no further strike 
‘movements are reported. 

‘Examination of the strikers ar- 
rested at the Yu Tah Bfill was 
jcompleted yesterday on 200 and 
the rest will be examined to-day 
‘and to-morrow. When the Court 
‘completes. its investigation of the 
‘causes of the strike and rioting 
the men who are held to blame will 
be sent to Tupan Li Ching-lin for 
his decision on their punishment. 

‘The four student leaders, Yang 
Heng-han, An Pu-tien, Lu Chi-yen

Alleged Causes 





Farther light on the causes of 
the Yu Tah Mill fracas is shed by 
a report of happenings on the first 





day of the strike, Tuesday. This 
report alleges that, following the 
Settlement of the ‘strike at Pao 
Cheng Mill, which is a few hundred 
yards to the east of the Yu Tah 
‘Mill, the Yu Tah workers, through 
their leaders, presented ' demands. 
similar to those accepted by the 
Pao Cheng Mill, the principal one 
jing a reduction in the scale of 
fines: ‘Thi request fs sald™to Have 
been reasonable and based upon that 
accepted the day before by the 
Pao Cheng Mill authorities. 

When it was placed before the 
‘Japanese manager, he said he would 
be very glad to consider it, so the 
report says, and promised to let 
‘the men know his decision as soon 
‘as possible. It is also claimed that 
he actually verbally accepted the 
terms. However, instead of con- 
sidering the demands, the manager 
immediately sent in a call for 150 
police, who were sent down to the 
mill" on Tuesday afternoon. 
Simultaneously, the manager post- 
ed a notice refusing all demands. 

‘This apparent deception roused 
the ire of the workers and was 
mainly responsible for the shoot: 
ing on Tuesday evening, when the 
strikers attempted to’ rush the 
mill. What followed the next day 
has already been reported in the 
press.

ted the Yu Tah Mill, which is 
‘on the left. bank of the Haiho, 
about a mile below the German 
Concession bund. 

Although police seals had been 
placed upon the doors of all

‘The electric power house interior 
was similar to some of the worst 
machine rooms. The big switch 
board appeared to have withstood 
‘the attacks on its marble body, but 
‘the wiring and meters were sm

‘two or three blows must 
it into the scrap heap clas 
it had been apparently dealt blown 
by all the rioters in the neigh- 
bourhood. 

‘The brick walls surrounding the 
mill compound were breached in 
Jabout half» dozen places, the 
bricks wrenched away to be’ used 
missiles. 

Evidence of Bullet Marks 
‘The shooting took place in the 

proximate centre of the com- 
pound through a division in the 
mill buildings running East and 
West. The gendarmes and police 
fired’ from ‘the centre outwards 
each gate, through which the riot~ 
ers stampeded, Bullet’ marks op 
the inside of the West gate facing 
the river, show that some of tho 
rifles were aimed at body height, 
‘One mark was seven and another 
four feet from the ground. The 
police officer who pointed these out 
insisted, however, that most of the 
‘shots had been fired high. He said 
that 150 rounds were fired on Tu 
day evening and more than 500 
‘on Wednesday morning, during the 
worst part of the strike. 

‘The Yu Tah Mill was stated to 
belong to Wang Ke-ming, who fin- 
‘anced it with Japanese capital, 
hence the Japanese management, 
All the spindles are Saco Lowell 
manufacture, imported from 
America bya local American firm, 

Tt will be several weeks, prob- 
ably months, before the Mill is in 
working order, said the Chinese 
staff, who seemed quiet and nery- 
‘ous from their recent experience.

After an interval of ten 
sitting in the Ostroumoff tri 
place on the 4th instant, the delay 
fiaving been partly caused by the 
absence from Harbin of Comrade 
Rombach, one of the chief witnesses 
for the prosecution, who together 
with Tovarisch Ivanoff, the general 
manager of the C.E.R. was away on 
‘A holiday at Viadivostok, ‘There was 
‘large attendance at Court as doubt 
Tessly. the result of Rombach's ex- 
amination will be one of the most 
{important factors of -the whole 
affair, Tuesday's sitting, however, 
Was spent in arguing between the 
Judge and the counsel for the de- 
Fence, and as a consequence Rom- 
bach was only asked a few formal 
questions before the Court adjour- 
Ning. ‘The whole hearing which was 
begun late only lasted just over 
two hours, The defence tried to 
prove to the judge that the Court 
had no right to verify the evidence 
until the examination of Ostroumoft 
Was over and that Rombach could 
hot appear in Court as a represent 
tive of the Railway, but only as a 
private witness, From the debate 
Tt was evident ‘that the judge and 
the defence interpreted the code 
quite differently. 

"At the same time the latter made 
‘a fresh but unsuccessful attempt to

TEN MILLION WORKING DAYS LOST 





What the Strike Has Already Meant to Shanghai and 
‘China: A Huge Decrease in Productivity 





SOME NOT AT ALL PLEASANT REFLEXIONS 


‘An estimate has been made that 
the strike in Shanghai has lost to 
China about ten million’ working 
days already. In a non-statistical 
country like this there can be 00 
exactitude in the case as a matter 
‘of fact, no cast-iron statement of| 
the number of workers on strike at 
‘any one time can be obtained; but 
taking an average of the numbers 
given the figure of ten millions 
Scems easily to be covered. 

It would require a staff such 
that employed by the Board o 
Trade or Ministry, of Labour to 
prepare accurate statistics of the 
effects of the present strike, and 
in the absence of any such organizi 
tion it is necessary to generalize to 
fa very great extent. In these ei 
cumstances -we may take it that a 
certain portion of the strike started 
fon June 1 the date on which the 
whole of Nanking Road decided to 
stop. work—and that its fullest 
‘effect was seen on July 6, when the 
Supply of electricity to Chinese 
mills couid no longer bs maints 
There are various estimates of the 
number of men thrown out of work 
by the strike or its effects, and 
these have to be considered. A 
Chinese estimate puts the number 
‘as low as 130,000, while a Japanese 
makes it just above 200,000. A 
well-known British industrial leader 
sumgests 150,000 as the maximum 
umber of people out of work at

British and German Machines: 
Welcomed by Chinese: An 
Indefinite Stay 


The two Soviet aeroplanes making 
a somewhat mysterious trip, the 
objects of which have not been fully 
jexplained, though it is stated that 
‘some sort of a cinematograph record 
is » duly arrived in 
Shanghai from Nanking, Thureda;

In addition 
to the employés of the Shanghai 
Electric Construction Co, the 
domestic servants of foreigners and 
seamen on British ships received 
large share of the attention of the 
terrorists. Not only were these de- 
prived of their liberty, but several 
were badly treated. Reports have 
also been received that, some house-| 
boys were tortured by pouring 
corrosive fluid on their bodies, while 
others were left for whole nights 
tied by the hands to trees. 
Families of othor workers had to 
suffer the anguish of sceing their 
children removed to the labourers’ 
detention prisons. Requests made 
there by tho mothers of these little 
‘ones for permission to give them 
food were callously refused. It is 
nown that altogether about ninety- 
three ese workers of | the 
Settlement were kidnapped or 
otherwise maltreated. Some were 
were captured at the places where 
they worked, and others were 
caught in the streets. With the 
exception of those who were sum- 
marily beaten, ail the vietims were 
taken to Chinese territory. ‘There 
the agitators and terrorists main- 
tained about thirty bases for the 
general extension of the strike, and 
slsohad special detention places 
where proletarian tribunals dealt 
with alleged offenders whose only 
crime was a desire to earn an 
honest living. These self-appoint- 
ed tribunals imposed fines in some 
eases and in others forced the 
victims to sign bonds, ete. Some 
of the bases sent as many as two 
hundred agitators to the Settlement 
fon one day on illegal missions. 


‘They were also used as store-rooms 
for’ provisions seised by the so- 
called Food Control Committee and 
goods appropriated by the Boycott 
Committee. The malefactors alsq 
sought to spread terror by means 
of threats which were conveyed 
cither by messenger or mail to the 
ersons” whom they desired to 
frighten.

Mixed Court Report for Maj

the Police on April 22 raided No.

MAGNA CHARTA 


Commemoration Runnymede: 
‘The Scene in 1215 


On June 15, 1215, “the army of 
God and Holy Chureh” met King 
John at what Magna Charta calls 
“the meadow called Runing M 
between Staines and Windsor. 
‘The charter was sealed after some 
days of negotiation, and hence, as 
we have all read in our history 
books, the liberties of England are 
derived. This glorious event was 
Commemoratec on the anniversary 
day by a service held on the spot 
where the Barons interviewed King 
John, or as near to it as makes no 
matter. 

It was not an occasion for the 
canvassing of historical theories, 
and the speakers, naturally, did not 
attempt any unorthodox ‘reading 
of what Magna Charta achleved. 
According to Mr. Belloc, of course, 
Magna Charta meant a victory for 
Aeaction—for the wenlthy against 
the poor. Mr. Belloc coukl nob be 
expected’ to take the conventional 
view, but it is more startling to 
fird ‘an eminent historian like Pro- 
femor A. F. Pollard, in his recent 
History of Parliament, coolly point- 
ing out that the “liberty” which 
the barons wrung from the King 
at Runnymede was, in affect, liberty 
to do what they liked with their 
vileins. H. shows that a century 

fter the signing of Magna Charta 
the Commons were _ petitioning 
against the oppressive working of 
these liberties as they affected 
them. 

This sort of comment was not a 
good preparation for the rhetoric 
thig afternoon, and it was well to 
Festore one’s orthodoxy by a re- 
reading of the glowing description 
cof the benefits of Magna Oharta in 
J. R. Green’s Short History, with 
his picture, dear to one from child. 
hood, of King John throwing him- 
self on the ground and biting sticks 
and straw in his impotent rage 
after the Barons had departed. 

‘The commemoration was held in 
a meadow on the riverside nearly 
cpbosite Magna Charta Island, 
which in many histories is given as 
the scene of the meeting. The

Bishop Darlington, of 
Harrisburg, Penn, U.S.A., told us 
that he has a copy of Magna Charta 
framed at home, and he was 
eloquent on the theme of English 
ideals of Tiberty and law. He said 
that with a conglomerate civiliza- 
tion such as they have in America 
it is most important to get these 
‘deals adopted by everyone. He 
‘explained that the 10,000,000 pupils, 
in the public schools of America 
have got to learn the English 
Innguage, to whatever race they bee 
Jong. 

A slight suggestion of the un- 
orthodox view mentioned above 
ame from Sir Joseph Cook, the 
High Commissioner for Australi 
when he remarked that Magna 
Chayta did not give us Parliament 
and trial by jury and so on, but 
sewed the “seed from which 
these renowned liberties afterwarde 
sprang. He warned us that the 
defence of liberty is a thing that 
has to be consbantly renewed, and 
that “just as the liberties of the 
people were interfered with from: 
the top in those days so in these 
days they may be interfered with 
from the bottom.” He spoke of the 
intense interest which Australia 
tekes in such commemorations of 
historical Englsih events, and he 
called June 15, 1215, “one of the 
radiant days of this dear old land.”

SACRILEGIOUS ACT 
AT VATICAN 


‘Treasure House Robbed: Theft 
of St. Peter's Ring: A 
Simple Plot 


When the Keeper of the Vatican 
‘Treasury entered the great rooms of 
the Treasure House on July 4 he 
was astounded to discover that the 

edible had happened. ‘Thieves 
hhad broken in and the Treasury had 
been despoiled of a considerable: 
quantity of its riches, including the 
Sacred Ring of St. Peter. Quickly’ 
the whole of the Vatican and of| 
Rome shared his amazement. and 
the police are busily engaged on the 
solution of ohe of the most daring 
and ambitious robberies of modern 























times. It was evidently the straight 
forward simplicity of the 
methods that eluded the measures, 


taken for safeguarding the historie 
and priceless ornaments of the 
Roman Catholic Church. 

The Vatican Treasury is housed 
in two huge rooms, and the sacred. 
Jewellery is locked in cases around 
‘the walls. Only by special permit, 
are the cases opcned and the trea- 
sures displayed tc visitors. These 
rooms adjoin the Sacristy of St. 
Peter's and access ean be obtained 
to the Sacristy both from. the 
basiliea proper and from a side 
street. 








For several months many work: 
‘men have been employed in restor- 
ing and redecors 
buildi ing vast 
plant for the illumination of the 
cupola and facade. ‘The room im- 
mediately above the Treasury has 
been converted temporarily into a 
painters’ and builders’ store-roorn, 
For a week, to judge by the extent 
of the operations, certain confeder- 
ates have been’ digging a hole 
though the thick store-room floor 
and from day to day concealing 
their work with painters’ tools. 

It is assumed that someone lar 
concesied in the buildings over 
night, completed the hole, let down 
a rope ladder, seized as much of the 
treasure as could be easily carried 
off, eluded the corridor patrols, and 
got clear away from the saci 
to a waiting motor-car.

In 
accardance with. ancient tradition 
every June 29, the statue in 
the nave of St, Peter's, whose fect| 
countless pilgrims have kissed, is 
clothed with raiment of purple and 
gold, and the index finger of the 
hand raised in benedition iy enci- 
cled with the Apostolic ring. By 
the irony ‘of fate an imitation of 
the real ring was made some time 
‘ago to safeguard the true apostolic 
relic. against theft during exposure 
in public. the real ring being pre- 
served in the Treasury. 

All the workmen in the Vatican 
were detained for interrogation, and 
some arrests have been made, in- 
cluding those of two workmen ‘who 
‘sleep in the Sacristy building. It 
appears extremely unlikely that the 
thieves can escape ultimate detec- 
tion, 9 there must have been sever~ 
al concerned in the crime, and it 
will surely be very difficult 19 
market the jewels.

‘The Shocking Contrast 

Compare any Chinese city with 
these foreign settlements, Bad 
roads prevail. Even where the 
narrow streets have beon, maca 
emized this has been badly doné 
while subsequently they have 
ways remained in a shocking state 
of disrepair, Sanitary arrange: 
ments are conspicuous by their 
absence, dirt and filth, garbage and 
refuse being thrown out onto the 
‘streots and there trodden underfoot 
into a black slush. Poor lighticg,

control: no parks, suck 
those laid out and maintained 
by the Shanghai Municipal Council; 
nothing, in short, to make them 
desirable cities to live in. 

‘Such beautiful cities as Peking, 
Hangehow, Foochow or Nanking 
either owe their beauty to their 
natural surroundings or were laid 
‘out in by-gono generations by Em.

Services 


In calling to the mind of the 
Chinese some of the things that 
they and their country owe to the 
British on whom they have turned. 
80 unfairly in the present crisis, it 
would Le well to consider some’ of 
the Government and public services 
in China that owe their origin and 
present high state of efficiency to

Other Vital Services 


But the Customs Service has not, 
stopped at taking care of China's 
revenues. Under the wise adminis- 
tration. of Sir Robert Hart, with 
his wide vision and unbending 
integrity, other activities have been 
inaugurated. China needed a Postal 
Service, and it was in connexion 
with the Customs Serviee that this 
was started, again at the instiga- 
tion of Sir Robert Hart. In 1896 
‘an Imperial Edict was issued con- 
\stituting the Customs Posts a na- 
jonal institution and Sir Robert 
Hart the  Inspector-General 
Customs and Posts. Subsequently, 
the Postal Service was more or less 
separated from the Customs, and 
the directorship was given ‘to a 
Frenchman as fuifilment of certain 
obligations on the part of the 
Chinese Government to France, But 
the fact remains that the Chinese 
|Postal Service was conceived and 
started by a Briton, Another im- 
portant public service that was 
commenced and has largely been 
fearried out by the Customs under 
Sir Robert Hart was the lighting 
lof the China coast. Numberless 
lighthouses, lightships, arfd. light- 
‘buoys have been distributed along 
this dangerous coast till now it 
Jone of the best lighted coasts in 

the world. 
This introduces us to another 
service rendered to China by the 
British, and that is the surveying of 
the coast and coastal waters by. the 
British Admiraley. This work ha: 
‘been done, and well done, too, al- 
‘most entirely by the British and 
‘it is to the excellence of this work 
that navigation along the China 
coast is now as safe as it is. Again, 
the only really reliable maps of 
‘China are those of the British War 
Office, the surveyisfg and mapping 
Hhaving been done, often at great 
personal to’ themselves, by 
British officers in 
China, These maps were not kept 
for British use” alone, but have 
been published, and anybody, in- 
‘cluding the Chinese, may enjoy the

‘The Railway Pioneers 


Finally there is the question of 
{the railways of China, and here the 
lopponents of Great Britain might,

ment of the Imperial Railways of 
North China, but it should never be 
forgotten that it wi 
‘who pioneered the wa} 
face of all kinds of opposition 
succeeded in getting the Chinese 
Government to admit the principle| 
of railway:

Dr. Richard thoubt 
in terms of National Education, H 
‘was not rontent with starting a 
school here or a college there: his 
idea was to open Government Uni- 
versities in every province, to have 
Government Schools in every town

partial fulfilment, because of op- 
position of various kinds, but he it, 
was who influenced the early re- 
formers in China to demand and 
even to inaugurate the Western 
system of education as opposed 
to the old fashioned classical 
system.
